Through the program, a qualified household pays a portion of their
adjusted income towards rent and utilities, and New Hampshire Housing pays the remainder directly to
the landlord.

The Mainstream Housing Choice Voucher Program provides rental assistance to very low-income
non-elderly (younger than age 62) persons with disabilities.

ACCESS - a Housing Choice Voucher (HCV) Program provides rental assistance to very low-
income non-elderly (younger than age 62) persons with disabilities currently living in an assisted living
or nursing home.
